xx BRAZIL. 11905-11910-11915 DRM, Dec 4 at 0145, RNA DRM is VG into 
TWR Bonaire SDR, 16.9-17.0 SNR, 14.06 kbps, with only occasional quick 
dropouts, altho only S8 on the meter. Now has a larger variety of 
one-line headline texts. All-music except for ‘Nacional* ID at 0147, 
and it’s the same as on 11780-AM. Really, when 11780 is loud & clear, 
the DRM version is only a minor improvement. The DRM sked with the SDR 
has now been amended to show 11910 instead of 11880 for 24 hours. At 
@155 I check 6180 into Bonaire for the other RNA AM frequency, but all 
I hear is China via Cuba, so RNA must be off. Is it the same 
transmitter for DRM? How many usable transmitters have they, anyway? 
Can't tell from WRTH 2020 since EBC is treated as just another station 
among many in the Domestic sexion, and there is no Brazil in the 
International sexion where normally the number of and powers of 
transmitters are shown. Still going with music at 0241, **Radio 
Nacional, 980 kHz**. 0302 and 0401 fuller ID for 980, 11780, 96.1 and 
Rio frequencies, 1130 and two more, but no mention of 11910 or 6180. 
Still VG past 0415 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x BRAZIL. 11905-11910-11915, Dec 4 at 2137, DRM noise audible here, 
S5-S6 with a JBA AM carrier in the middle; while RNA 11780-AM is S7-S9 
with music. 


At 2321 I check the DRM via Bonaire SDR. Definitely on the waterfall, 
sharp-edged 10-kHz wide, but no decode. Neighborhood Brasilia SDR?

0107 check, at same SDR, 6180 is still off leaving a bit of China via 
Cuba. At 0200 Bonaire SDR; SNL 6.5, S8 signal, zero decode (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx BRAZIL. Continued from last report on the RNA 11905-11910-11915 
DRM: Dec 5 at 0402, Brasilia SDR has MPB music at 16 dB SNR, always 
14.06 kbps, S9+30, just a few dropouts but lost at 0404. At 0428 I go 
to TWR Bonaire SDR instead, where it’s 18.7 dB, few dropouts, music 
but frequent ID breaks, ‘‘Nacional FM**; 0438 more completely 
*“*Nacional FM 96.1 Brasilia’ * --- it seems WRTH 2020 includes NO FM 
info about Brazil, tho it does at least partially for other countries. 
Of course, AM and a bit of SW already occupy 21+ crammed pages. At 
0452 this SDR times out for me so I switch to TWR Dominican Republic, 
which is generally inferior, but it’s still getting the DRM well at 
S9, 17.2 dB. Still at 0554 S8-S9, and past 0640. At 0658 I can hear 
the DRM noise myself at S3-S5. Replies to my previous report:

The very active CadenaDX FB, organized primarily by Santiago San 
Gil G. in Venezuela, has been reporting on this, trying to locate it 
by reception quality and triangulation during a coérdinated overnight 
monitoring project, Dec 5 from 2230 until 1030.

It was also roughly translated into the WRTH FB, via Ron Howard, WOR 
iog. They think it may be in Arauca on the Venezuelan border, if not 
across the border. This is in the NE corner of Colombia, while my own 
attempts at TDOA DFing via Kiwi SDRs had among some obvious far-off 
suggestions, landed circa Puerto Ayacucho, Venezuela, further down the 
Colombian border. 


Someone also heard the catch-phrase **Fuerza de Paz**, which is one of 
the names associated with Martin Stendal’s ministry with ex-stations 
on 5910 & 6010, as well as *‘‘Colombia para Cristo’*. However, I assume 


this was mentioned in the old recordings rather than an explicit ID 
for the 4940 station. They found the station apparently broadcasting 
the continuous stream of Fuerza de Paz Radio. 


Meanwhile, I have undertaken a different approach. Lack of IDs or 
locations announced implies it is not licensed, so is there anything 
about it in official Colombian government radio licensing info? I 
asked Jim Thomas, who is familiar with researching FM info in Latin 
American official websites for WTFDA’s FM database, for the current SW 
info, which he forwarded to me. 


Each tropical band, 120, 90 and 60 m has a long list of possible 
frequencies, each with a channel number. They all end in -5, not -O, 
IIRC a long-ago arrangement with Venezuela which used -0 frequencies. 
4935 is Canal 175 and 4945 is Canal 176. As I also reported 
previously, there used to be a YV station on 4940. Now there are NO 
Colombian or Venezuelan tropical band SW stations on the air, except 
for this one, whichever it may be. Should it be licensed in Colombia 
nevertheless, this listing is from April 2019, long before it appeared 
on the air, so would not necessarily be included. 


[As an aside, the official webpage goes on to assign channel numbers 
to the International SW bands from 188 on 5905, up to Canal 898 on 
26095! and to which a few lower stations were still on the books altho 
we know all of them have been gone for years, except the latest ones 
being 6010 & 5910 which tested briefly this year; including callsigns 
and STL frequencies in the 300-MHz band, by departments, each 5 kW 
except Bogota 20 kW, which were of course Rdif. Nacional; FYI:

This would be 
very handy for DXing when you are not sure which state or market a 
signal is coming from -- here, KS or OK most likely nearby but 
something could also easily be in TX or AR.

I can't really say who it's for until 
tomorrow. Two frequencies: 17790 and 7570. The language was Bosnian. 
Yeah, it's OK to share it. Jeff*° 


Further monitoring via Bonaire and direct: I'm hearing 17790 only, 
past 1952 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 7570, Dec 7 at 0710, this WRMI is off, unusually instead of 
all-night Brother Scare, still to be heard on 7730 et al. (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 17790 & 7570, Dec 7 at 1501, special WRMI broadcast as first 
heard testing yesterday. Instead of 17-note IS, now 3 notes repeating 
every 48 seconds for 7 seconds, G-Bb-A above Middle C as confirmed on 
my keyboard, and in between 5-digit number groups in YL synthetic 
English, with Bosnian? accent. The letter G, and only G, is sometimes 
interspersed with 4 numbers, especially the first group after the 
notes. Ivo Ivanov earlier copied a few numbers, but not same ones I am 
hearing now. Jeff told us this would start at 1300 today, but Ivo says 
it did not until 1350; and Steve Howe in VT from 1351. 


17790 here is again very strong S9+10/20, so I do suspect it is one of 
the transmitters hookable to a 315-degree antenna aimed right at us. 
Like WRMI-11 on 7570 which is only S9/+10 in daytime after all; i.e. 
17790 being WRMI-12 which is on 5850 at night but mostly off the air 
daytimes 11-23 UT. If not 315, then 285, used by WRMI-13 on 7730 at 
night. I keep listening, but do not bother to copy the numbers which 
are not going to be useful except for insiders. 


At 1600 a Bosnian? ID; supposed to quit at 1700, but still going and a 
late canned ID again at 1705, 3-tones resume, and NOW switch to 
numbers in Russian! Bosnian is very similar, but this sounds like pure 
Russian, e.g. ‘‘odin’* for ‘‘one’*, not **jedan’* as in Bosnian. Until 
1720 another Bosnian? ID and then the 17-note IS resumes as heard 
yesterday but not until now today. I am monitoring 17790 only which is 
stronger here, even on the portable ATS-909. That continues past 1750+ 
until final ID at 1800* and off. 


Here's a clip I recorded during the test Dec 6 at 1859 on 17790; 
17-note IS before and after ID in Bosnian, which cut off a few words 
of Spanish first; does anyone recognize the tune?

“For anyone interested in further information regarding this 
transmission, this broadcast seems to be set up to promote a new video 
game - I found a number of videos on YouTube today from Video Game 
related channels that were sent a promotional package by a video game 
company. It included a Tecsun PL-880 receiver and instructions to tune 
to the frequency 17790 kHz. It seems like they were going with a "Cold 
War" or "Numbers Station" theme.

IIRC, there was another video-game special broadcast a few years ago, 
on WRMI? Can anyone find details about that? We still don’t know 
exactly who is behind this new one. Waiting for Jeff to explain. 


Then he replies at 2003 UT December 7: 


““Glenn: Yes, the last set of numbers was in Russian. I can’t think 
what other similar broadcast you're referring to. You’ll have to jog 
my memory. Anyway this one is not related. 


These broadcasts were made by the company that sells the Call of Duty 
video games. I don’t have all of the details, but it has something to 
do with the promotion of a new Call of Duty Black Ops Cold War game. 
Specifically spy numbers stations. Certain gamers throughout North 
America were provided with shortwave receivers and they had to monitor 
the numbers and get clues for the game. I guess the same principle as 
the old Cold War spies. There may be some YouTube videos online about 
this; I’m not sure. Jeff ° 


We are forced to go to disgraced FB to find any new programming 
publicity from WRMI --- nothing about this yet, but FYI only, some 
others, the religious ones removing most of the platitudes:
